From the Antwerp Courant, dated Auguft 6. 
Cadix, July 6. 


E have an Account here, that Antwerp and 
moft of the other Cities of Brabant and Flan- 
ders, have fubmitted to the Obedience of King 
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Charles III. which is very acceptable News 
to many Pervfons here. The Marquis de Villadarias is come 
with all his Troops into this City, fo that we have a Gar- 
rifon of 1coo0 Men, Above 200 Cannon are placid on our 
Works, and great Magaxines of Provifions arz making. We 
have a Report that the Portuguefe Army ave Mafters of Ma- 
drid, and have proclaim’d King Charles there. There have 
been fome Commotions in Seville in favour of the Houfe of 
Auftria, and ’tis perceiv'd there will foon be a great Alterati= 
on in Andalufia. We hear nothing of the Confederate Flect, 
more than that they are on the Coaft of Valencia. 

Perpignan, July 24. The Troops commanded by the 
D. de Noailles, are encamp’d at Vinza 2 Leagues 
from hence, and confift of 8000 Foor and about 2000 
Horfe and Dragoons. But 10 or 12000 Miquelets 
are drawn together between Urgel and Puycerda, 
on the River Segra, and are reinforc’d by 3 Bat- 
tallions of Englith: So that tis believ’d the Duke de 
Noailles will not be able to fucceed in his Defign 
of invading the Spanith Cerdaigne. A Confpiracy

has been difcover’d and the Authors ficz’d. We 
have a Confirmation thar all Caftile and Arragon 
have declar'd for King Charles ; and that the Enemy 
have made themfelves Mafters of all Valencia, ex- 
cept Alicant, which is fo ftreighten’d by Sea and 
Land that we give ir for loft.

From Prince Eugene’s Camp at Pianea, within 3 Lea- 
gues of Ferrara, July 23. The 17th in the Moring, 
Prince Eugene caus’d 2500 Men to pafs the Po ia 
Boats, at Francolino. The next Night, a Bridge was 
there. The 18th, fome other Troops pafs’d the 
Po, over that Bridge, and the reft of Army is come o- 
ver fince that Day, without any Oppofition made by 
the Enemy. We have retaken the Important Poft of 
Mefola, making 60 Men in it Prifoners of War ; and 
have taken on the Po ¢> Barks laden with Meal, the 
Convoy of s0a Men being put to Flight. Yefterday 
Prince Eugene Detach’d Collonel Patte , with 6o0e 
Men, to fee how we might advance further : To Day 
that Collonel fent Advice, That at his Approach to 
the Panaro, the French Troops that were Pofted along 
the fide of it, retired with great Precipitation ; and 
that hé has already taken Poft at Carpi, and Final, 
both fitnate on the other fide of the Panaro. On this 
Advice, all our Grenadiers are this Moment Detach’d 
to. pafs thar River ; and to Morrow we fhall follow 
with the Grofs of the Army.

They write from Genoa, that Feluccas ave ferled

From the Paris Letter, dated Augut 2. : 
They Write from the Camp at Volta the aift 
pat, That the Enemy were Marching wp the Panaro, 
with Defign to penetrate into Piemont; having Jefr 
behind them (as was reported) on this fice of the 
Po, 7 or 800c Men, to wait for the Hefiians, who 
will make them up 16000. The Duke cor Orleans. 
will therefore leave the Count de Medavi on the Min- 
cio with 17 Battallions, and 12 Squadrons; 14 Batta!- 
lions in Mantua, Governolo, Oftiglia, Mirandola, Mo- 
dena, Reggio, and Guaftello; and wili ftill have an 
Army of 44 Battallions, and 58 Squadrons. He has 
fent the Duke de Ja Feuillade Grder to Guard welk 
the Poft of Stradella with all the Troops that are 
not neceflary for carrying on the Siege of Turin. 
He has caus'd a Bridge to be Jaid over the Po, ony

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.. From the Amiterdam Courant, dated Auguft 7. ; 
paris, Auguft 2. ’Tis given out here, there are Advices 
of the 20th of July from tae Army of the 2 Crowns encamp'd 
at Atienza in Spain, that the 25th paft they were reinforc'd 
to 20000 Men by the Funétion of the Forces under M. de 
Legal ; and that the 30th they would advance to offer the 
Enemy Battle, which they would make Hafte to do before King 
Charles come.out of Arragon with Troops Fr the Enemy’s 
Army.
